IRBMs May 
Be Sent to 
3 More Allies 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Secre- 
tary of Defense Neil McElroy 
said Thursday American-made 
intermediate range ballistic mis- 
siles may go to France, Turkey 
and Greece in addition to Brit- 
ain and Italy. 

He named the three countries 
as possible re- 
cipients of 
either Jupiter or 
Thor ballistic 
weapons. 

McElroy told 
a news confer- 
ence that Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, 
US. and NATO 
commander in 
chief, is 
tiating with 
these Western McElroy 
allies about intermediate mis 
sles. 


The first American Thor mis- 
siles are already in place in 
Britain under the operational 
control of the Royal Air Force. 
A total of four Thor squadrons 
are scheduled for Britain. 


McElroy .said that an agree 
ment that will send two inter- 
mediate ballistic missile sqund- 
rons to Italy is now ready for 
signing. 

McElroy said there is no posi- 
tive evidence that Russia is 
ahead of the United States in 
intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles capable of combat use. 

“We do not believe that Rus- 
sia has an ICBM capable of 
operation against this country 
at this time,” he said. 

McElroy said he believes re 
ports that Russia will have 300 
ICBMs by 1960 are exaggerated. 


He said Russia is ahead of 
the United States in the thrust 
of rocket engines used in weap 
ons and space vehicles. 

However, McElroy said, the 
United States has engines of 
thrust adequate to “propel a 
large warhead to the point we 
want it to reach.” ; 

McElroy also said the United 
States is making plans for steps 
to be taken in the event of a 
Communist blockade of the ap 
proaches to Berlin. 

He said the U.S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff are right now doing a 
lot of planning on this matter 
and that the military experts are 
“considering various combina- 
tions” of land and air effort that 
might be required to maintain 
Western access to Berlin. 


Nash Visiting Japan 
For Talks on Trade 


AUCKLAND (Kyodo-Reuter)

Walter Nash will fiy to Japan 
in February for top level talks 
on trade and international af- 
fairs.

Japan for 
‘Reckless’ 
Overfishing 


LONDON (AP)—Russia Fri- 
day charged Japan with re 
fusing to clamp down on 
“reckless overfishing of salmon” 
in the northwest Pacific. 


The official Soviet news 
agency Tass claimed hundreds 
of Japanese vessels are involv- 
ed and warned that “there is 
danger of further exhaustion of 
the salmon stocks which will 
hit hard at the Soviet and 
Japanese fishermen. 


“This cannot be allowed to 
happen.” 

The agency said the Soviet- 
Japanese Fishing Commission 
at présent is meeting in Tokyo 
and “must work out and take 
effective measures to maintain 
and use rationally the valuable 
resources of salmon.”

viet Government has forwarded 
three notes to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment in the past year “rei- 
terating its request for meas- 
ures to end the mass violation 
of fishing regulations. 


Tass asserted tha‘ the salmon 
population of the Pacific Ocean 
has decreased rapidly in recent 
years and said “their total land- 
ings are becoming smaller and 
reproduction wanes.” 

Tt said the 1958 catch was 
“the smallest for the Soviet in- 
dustry in the past 25 years and 
yielded 50 per cent less salmon 
than in the year before.” 


The biggest decreases were 
recorded in Kamchatka “where 
last year’s aggregate landing 
was approximately one-tenth of 
the usual catches,” Tass said. 


Claiming the Japanese failed 
to prevent overfishing, Tass de- 
clared:

000 tons of fish last year, but 
failed to ensure the Japanese 
fishing ships abidance by the 
convention.

10,000 Made Homeless, 
90 Dead in U.S. Floods 


CHICAGO (UPI)—Fiash floods powered by the worst’ storm 
of the winter swept through a score of Pennsylvania towns 
Thursday and kept more than 10,000 persons homeless in Ohio. 

Pennsylvania Gov. David L. Lawrence declared a state of 
extreme emergency in the state’s flood-affiicted areas and asked 


for federal assistance. 


Close to 90 persons were dead 
in the storm-lashed expanse 
stretching from the Rockies to 
the Appalachians. Damage was 
estimated in the tens of millions 
of dollars, 


A UPI count since the start 
of the vast sterm Tuesday 
showed at least 88 deaths 
blamed on weather<aused traf- 
fic accidents, heart failures 
while shoveling snow, drowning, 
exposure or tornadoes. 


The most dramatic flood 
y came in Pennsylvania, 
where the surging waters of the 
Susquehanna River punched a 
huge hole in the shaft of an 
anthracite mine at Port 
Blanchard. 


Three miners drownéd in the 
tons. of roaring water which 
surged through the mine and 
44 more were trapped. Rescue 
crews managed to rescue_16 of 
the miners. shortly after’ the 
breakthrough into the shaft, 
which ran under the river bed. 

Hours later, the rescue par 
ties reached the other 28 and 
led them, dripping wet, to the 
surface. 

Elsewhere in stricken Penn- 
syivania, the American Red 
Cross estimated at least 2,200 
families were homeless.

Prints and drawings make 
good travelers. They are light, 
compact, and flexible. Best of 
all—they are excellent linguists, 
with a fabulous ability to estab- 
lish instantly and lucidly the 
sort of communication longed 
for by Esperantists and by the 
United Nations.

wnge Exhibition of Austrian 
and Japanese Woodcut Prints. At 
the Mitsukoshi Store, 7th floor, 
Nihonbashi. Through Jan. 25. 
European print makers have 
long been regarding Japan as 
their second great source of de- 
sign inspiration. Their first 
roots—especially in central and 
northern Europe—go back to 
the expressionistic tradition of 
the later Middle Ages, with 
their Biblical and Apocalyptic 
themes. The harshly dramatic 
contrasts of black and white 
woodcuts served admirably as 
ihustrations for “The Dance of 
Death” or “The Four Horse- 
man,” for those glimpses of 
doom and oppression that re- 
vealed the grisly trail of wars 
and the “Black Death” across 
the face of Europe. Durer and 
Rembrandt carried this thread 
over into the Renaissance and 
more recently it has reemerged 
in Munch, Kollwitz, Barlach; 
and in the present group of 
Austrian artists we find it again 
in Werner Berg, Traunfelner, 
Wanke, and Robert Schmid. 

In the Japanese woodcuts of 
“Ukiyo-e” the European print 
artists found their greatest in- 
spiration for a colorful, decora- 
tive approach, for an intoxicat- 
ing freedom of design manipula- 
tior. apart from the heavy emo- 
tional load of the mediaeval 
European spirit. Whether it 
be partly representational or en- 
tirely abstract, the work of Fred 
Novak, Franz Herbert, Bauer,

It is little wonder, therefore, 
that the Austrians welcomed 
most eagerly an interchange of 


experiences, a closer rapproche- 
ment that might compare their 
themes, designs, and technical 
skills. The exhibition now on 
view in Tokyo brings 67 prints 
by 26 Austrian artists, and at 
their side stand 93 Japanese 
prints that were sent to Austria. 

We presume (and their quall- 
ty bears this out) that the visi- 
tors represent the finest achieve- 
ment of their country in the 
field of the woodcut print. Such 
exchange shows are very mean- 
ingful and most seriously ap- 
proached abroad. I wish I 
could say as much for the Japa- 
nese collection that was sent 
across the seas. 


Aside from Munakata and one 
or two other names, the Japa- 
nese prints here do by no means 
show the best work of today.

MONTE CARLO, Monaco 
(UPI)—An official total of 129 
mud-spattered, weather-beaten 
cars roared across the finish 
line Thursday morning in the 
28th Monte Carlo automobile 
rally.

Then 168 of the 
187 cars began a 267-mile moun- 
tain regularity test. 

During this overnight run, 38 
more were eliminated, leaving 
only 129 with a chance of win- 
ning or placing well as the com- 
petition ended. 

Those who survived this last 
test said the all-night run had 
been a nightmare. 

First, they said, the speed 
rules had been applied with ex- 
ceptional severity. In addition 
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all drivers were in an advanced 
stage of fatigue. 

The wind on the alpine 
heights the circuit crossed was 
terrific, the drivers said. To 
make matters worse the roads 
twisted and turned like eels. 
Some of the drivers actually got 
dizzy and were sick.

Japanese delegates to the 
Asian Trade Promotion Confer 
ence in Bangkok have urged the 
Japanese Government to pay 
more attention to _ reciprocal 
trade with Asian nations in 
order to boost trade volume. 

The recommendation was 
contained in a report from the 
delegation to the Foreign Office. 

The Bangkok conference, held 
Jan. 819, was attended by 15 
ECAFE member nations. 

The Japanese, delegates re- 
ported they held separate dis- 
cussions with the delegates of 
all other countries, except South 
Korea, on ways and means to 
increase trade. 

Foreign Office officials, 
commenting on the report, not- 
ed, however, that one big ob- 
stacle in the way of boosting 
trade with these Asian nations 
was that the products offered 
by these countries were not at- 
tractive to Japan. 

For instance, they said, most 
of the countri:s with a trade 
imbalance with Japan want to 
sell rice. 

Trade balances with all Asian 
countries, with the exception 
of Pakistan and the Philippines, 
have been in favor of Japan, the 
officials said. 


American Airlines

Japanese firms—reelers and 
trading companies—have moved 
actively into the New York 
raw silk market in the past few 
years, to the point where they 
now handle an estimated 50 
per cent of the raw silk mov- 
ing into American consuming 
channels. 

It was obvious, from the time 
that the first Japanese com- 
panies went back to New York 
after the war, that this would 
lead to conflict eventually. The 
conflict has come, but in some 
unexpected ways. 

At first there was some- 
thing of a general understand- 
ing that the Japanese reelers 
and others who sell to Ameri- 
can importers would not also 
sell to American throwsters 
and weavers—their customers’ 
customers. This understanding 


has long since gone by the 
wayside. 

Furthermore, whereas few 
American importers (if any, 


now) handle both raw silk and 
silk fabrics; whereas the Japa- 
nese firms mostly handle both. 
This gives the Japanese com- 
panies a sort of hedge. Ameri- 
can imports of raw silk last 
year were sharply lower, but 
imports of silk fabrics in the 
past two years have been 
booming—and show signs of 
continuing upward in 1959. 

So the lack of common inter- 
ests, and even the conflict of in- 
terests, between the Japanese 
and American firms has grown. 

The steps in the situation 
which eventually reached a cri- 
sis are outlined in Women’s 
Wear Daily by Sandy Parker, 
keen observer of the New York 
market: 

“The American Silk Council 

was set up by raw and thrown 
silk importers in 1941 as a non- 
controversial organization in 
which competitors could meet 
to formulate standard trade 
practices, discuss mutual prob- 
lems and compile statistics. Ear- 
ly last year, the council broad- 
ened its membership to include 
throwsters, weavers and dyers 
as well.” 
(it should be noted in this 
connection that at the postwar 
peak there were fewer than a 
dozen active American raw silk 
importers; now there are only 
four or five.) 

“The announced aim of this 
move was to make the group 
more representative of the en- 
tire silk industry.

In N.Y. Raw Silk Market

the expansion from the start, 
suspecting—because of a contro- 
versy over Japanese silk goods 
imports—that friction might de- 
velop between the new manu- 
facturers’ segment and the Japa- 
nese members. 

“ ... the council last month 
endorsed a bid for quotas on 
Japanese silk cloth imports. 
This, and a move to assess mem- 
bers for a campaign in Wash- 
ington, brought about the res- 
ignation en masse of all eight 
Japanese members.” 

When the council expanded 
last year, the move was clearly 
understood in Yokohama. All 
of its members were also mem- 
bers of the International Silk 
Association’s U.S. affiliated or- 
ganization, which also includes 
fabric importers and all other 
branches of the silk distribut- 
ing and consuming industries. 
Why the duplication? 

The feeling here. was, and still 
is, that the Americans opposing 
Japanese silk piece goods could 
not use the ISA (United States) 
as their mouthpiece organiza- 
tion because of its breadth of 
membership, and because the 
ISA is international in scope. 

Now, Parker reports, the 
shift is entering a third stage. 
It is expecteti that the remain- 
ing raw silk importers will re- 
sign from the Americar Silk 
Council—their own organization 
initially, but now numerically 
dominated by their customers 
and other interests—and join 
their Japanese competitors in 
the raw silk trade in forming a 
new group devoted to raw silk 
entirely. This is the unexpect- 
ed twist. 

There is reported to be mach 
behind-scenes maneuvering for 
these two elements to get to- 
gether under the aegis of Sec- 
tion III (Trade in Raw Silk) of 
the ISA, thus forming in effect 
a raw silk committee of ISA in 
the United States. 

The Amegican firms are al- 
ready members of Section III of 
ISA. At this writing, it is re- 
ported that the eight Japanese 
firms are awaiting the go-ahead 
from their head offices. 

Parker continues: “The need 
for a noncontroversial meeting 
ground for raw silk men is said 
to be great. Where there once 
was a set of standard trade 
practices, including uniform 
sales contracts, selling terms, 
interest rates, etc., the uniform- 
ity is said to have largely dis- 
appeared as the Japanese firms 
entered the local market, each 
with its own way of doing busi- 
ness. 

“Standardization of trade 
practices was a major project 
of the council when the split 
developed. With raw silk prices 
in Japan for all practical pur- 
poses now free from controls, 
the need for a uniform sales 
contract is said to be all the 
more urgent. 

“Other functions of the group, 
besides gathering and distribut- 
ing data on imports, deliveries 
and stocks, would be to nego- 
tiate for the trade collectively 
in such matters as proposed 
changes in raw silk classifica- 
tions, expediting shipments 
through customs and meeting 
requests for freight rate in- 
creases.”

U.S. Flatware Makers 


File Second Complaint 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo)— 
American tableware manufac- 
turers have again appealed to 
the U.S. Tariff Commission ‘to 
place the import of stainless 
flatwares on a quota basis on the 
ground that iarge shipments 
from foreign countries, includ- 
ing Japan, were threatening the 
domestic industry, according to 
Japanese Embassy sources. 


They said the second com- 
plaint was filed Jan. 20. The 
commission has not yet com- 
pleted final investigations into 
the first complaint made two 
years ago. 

Observers said it was an 
unprecedented action for a sec- 
ond appeal to be made in such 
a manner. 

Japan, in the autumn of 1957, 
in view of the recommendation 
by the commission to raise the 
import tariff on stainless table- 
ware, voluntarily limited the 
export of the item to the United 
States to 5,800,000 dozen. 

The quota was further cut to 
5,500,000 dozen in the winter of 
the same year. 

President Dwight D. Elisen- 
however, therefore, deferred 
judgment on the commission’s 
recommendation and advised 
the group to continue investiga- 
tions on the basis of imports 
for 1958. 

The commission has announc- 
ed that it would hold public 
hearings March 17 after investi- 
gation of the 1958 figures had 
been completed. 

Observers believe that the 
U.S. makers decided to cope 
with rising imports of Japanese 
tableware through third nations 
by having the commission im- 
pose a quota instead of merely 
hiking the import tariff.

Sato Optimistic 
On Bond Flotation 


Finance Minister Eisaku Sato 
yesterday indicated that the pos- 
sibility of Japanese bonds being 
issued in the United States is 
about 70 per cent sure. 

He added that the talks over 
the bond flotation would be con- 
cluded successfully. 

Japan has not changed either 
its terms for the bond issuance 
or its basic policy against issu- 
ing the bonds if such terms are 
not met, he said. 

Failure to raise foreign bonds 
will cause a shortage in the 
funds of the Japan Electric Re- 
sources Development Co., he ex- 
plained. 

However, the company could 
raise its funds domestically to 
push its undertakings, he said. 


Talks Make Progress 

NEW YORK (AP)—A team of 
Japanese financial gxperts con- 
tinued negotiations in New 
York Thursday for the public 
offering of $30 million worth of 
Japanese bonds. 

Sources close to the conferees 
said good progress toward an 
agreement was being made. 
They said both the Japanese and 
representatives of the First Bos- 
ton Corp., the prospective 
underwriters of the bonds, ap- 
peared confident an agreement 
would be reached soon—pos- 
sibly before the end of this 
week. 

The bonds then would be reg- 
istered with the Government’s 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission for final approval. 

This approval is a prerequisite 
for any such offerings in the 
United States and usually re- 
quires about three weeks. Asa 
general rule, the day following 
receipt of this approval the 
bonds are placed on sale. Hence, 
it now appears likely the Japa- 
nese bonds may be placed on 
sale in New York about the mid- 
die of next month. 

It would be the first offering 
by the Japanese in the Amer- 
ican market since World War 
Il. Proceeds from the bonds 
would be used to finance hydro- 
electric, highway and railroad 
improvements in Japan.

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Jet Age Legal Issues 


National Pride Sets 
Air Traffic Jumble

Understanding and interpretation of the fine print 
in contracts and agreements is, by and large, an intense 
bore to the public most affected by it. It is a boon to 
lawyers, many of whom make a rather healthy living 


clarifying fine print for the lay- 
man. Yet it is In the typo- 
graphical entrails of agreements 
where one may find legalization 
of many points which incon- 
venience or even victimize the 
public, ° 

The air age is expanding and 
booming at a prodigious rate. 
More people than ever before 
can hop on airplanes and, in 
hours, be in faraway places— 
even if they want to do it by 
the instalment-payment method 
where one enjoys today and 
suffers for years after. Yet, in 
spite of all this, the flying pub- 
lic——who might well be called 
the “fiying fools”—knows little 
or nothing of the agreements 
which govern international air 
travel and apparently cares less. 
These delightfully simple peo- 
ple live with the illusion that 
there is such a thing as freedom 
of the air and that being a cash 
or, at least, paying customer, 
entitles them to do what they 
please. If they travel at all ex- 
tensively, this illusion will be 
soon, and often rudely, shatter- 
ed because of a series of exist- 
ing arrangements known as 
traffic rights. 

The basis for the exchange of 
traffic rights between nations 
resides in the Bermuda Agree- 
ment of 1946, a compromise be- 
tween the then very liberal 
U.S. air-traffic policy and the 
protectionist stand of the United 
Kingdom. It must ve noted 
parenthetically that the policy 
of both countries stemmed from 
the type of aircraft available to 
each at that time. The US, 
possessed appreciable quntities 
of transport-type planes—one 
might say overwhelming num- 
bers compared to other nations 
—while the British were quite 
heavy on commercially useless 
fighter and combat aircraft. 

Series of ‘Freedoms’ 

Like most international legal 
documents, the Bermuda 
ment is too lengthy and intricate 
to be reproduced dn its entirety 
in a daily newspaper. Conse- 
quently, one must limit oneself 
to those aspects of it which af- 
fect passenger and freight 
traffic. This invites focus on a 
rather ironically named series 
of “freedoms!” 

The “first freedom,” for ex- 
ample, is the right of a foreign 
carrier to fly over another coun- 
try without landing. The “sec 
ond freedom” constitutes the 
right for an airline to make a 
stop in a foreign cuontry for 
refueling purposes but without 
having the right to deposit or 
pick up either passenger, mail, 
or freight. These two “free 
doms” can usually be exercised 
—except in certain Communist 
countries — throughout the 
world. This liberal attitude, it 
will soon be seen, stems less 
from generosity than from the 
fact their exercise involves no 
revenue. 

More important are the next 
three “freedoms.” The “third 
freedom” constitutes the right 
of an airline to put down pas- 
sengers, mail and cargo taken 
on in the airjine’s own country 
in another nation. The “fourth 
freedom” is the right of an air- 
line to pick up passengers, mail 
and cargo destined for the State 
whose nationality the aircraft 
possesses. Finally, there is the 
“fifth. freedom”: the right to 
take on. passengers, mail and 
cargo destined for any other 
nation and the right to put 
down passengers, mail and 
cargo coming from another na- 
tion. The whole thing is most 
easily demonstrated by example. 

How It Works 

Suppose an American airline 
has traffic rights between New 
York and Cairo, running 
through Rome. The New York- 
Cairo route constitutes the 
“third freedom.” The Cairo-New 
York route would be the “fourth 
freedom.” Since the route runs 
‘through Rome, the Rome-Cairo 
and the Cairo-Rome stretches 
are considered the “fifth free- 
dom” where air traffic rights are 
concerned and are largely under 
the traffic jurisdiction of Italy 
and Egypt. According to the 
Agreement, when the volume 
of traffic of the “fifth freedom” 
exceeds the volume of the 
“third” and “fourth freedoms,” 
the “fifth freedom” might be 
restricted. 

The imposition of such re- 
striction depends on the coun- 
tries In which the airports con- 
stituting the Initial and final 

int of the “fifth freedom” are 
situated, If the location is in a 
nation without its own inter- 
national airline, the interpreta- 
tion and checking efforts on the 
volume of traffic involved are 
likely to be liberal and the jn- 
sistence upon restriction will 
be less likely, It is reasonable 
to assume that, as the number 
of “national airlines” fiying 
international routes increases, 
so do the restrictions among 
international carriers. 

National Pride 
In recent years “national” air-

complicated and restrictive in- 
ternational air traffic situation. 
National pride is also respon- 
sible for the establishment of 
many small “national” carriers 
which have no genuine econo 
mic reason for existence (most 


can render only limited and, 
usually inadequate service, Yet 
their very existence frequently 
restricts larger and more effi- 
clent carriers from being free- 
ly available to the traveling and 
freighting public. 

In the nationalistic sense (re 
flected in international agree- 
ments since nationalism is de- 
signed to protect the “sover- 
eign” rights of any given na- 
tion) the “third and fourth free- 
doms” are considered the na- 
tional “carrier's own traffic.” 
Again, it is best to resort to 
example. Suppose a foreign 
carrier takes a passenger to 
Montreal on a route to a place 
beyond Canada. The passen- 
ger wishes to spend a week in 
the Canadian city. When that 
passenger wants to continue 
from Montreal to his destina- 
tion, the passenger will be con- 
sidered a “Canadian” passenger 
(namely, the Canadian airlines 
have priority to carry him from 
Canada) and he must proceed 
to his destination with a Ca- 
nadian carrier. Aside from the 
repulsive aspect of lack of free 
choice, this concept can and has 
resulted in delays and incon- 
venience when a passenger got 
stuck in a nation whose airline 


‘had only a once-a-week schedule 


to a desired destination. 

2 Queer Situations 

Inconvenient and sometimes 
ludicrous regulations are bound 
to produce humorous situations. 
Some months ago a non-British 
airliner destined for a regular 
landing point on the Continent 
landed at an emergency fueling 
stop in Britain. our passen- 
gers discovered this to be high- 
ly convenient to them, since 
they were going to a city ap- 
proximately 32 miles from the 
emergency airport. Living in 
the merry illusion common to 
passengers, they’ announced 
they would not proceed to the 
continental destination (about 
three hours away) from which 
they would have to return any- 
way, but would, instead, leave 
the flight at the British airport. 

This practical approach set 
the wheels of bureaucracy in 
motion. The airport officials in- 
sisted that since the airline had 
no traffic rights in or out of the 
British airport, the people in- 
volved could not get off. A ma- 
jor crisis developed in which 
the adamant passengers ab 
solutely refused to reboard the 
aircraft and defiantly suggested 
the airport authorities use phy- 
sical force. After several hours, 
a compromise was found in the 
form of a series of affidavits in 
which the ers solemnly 
swore they had no intention of 
getting on the airplane and that 
airport authorities had taken 
all measures within reason to 
convince them they should. 

Another interpretation of the 
“carriers own traffic” is the U.S. 
concept that if the pasenger has 
a U.S. passport, U.S. airlines 
have the right to carry such a 
passenger everywhere as an ex- 
ercise of the “third and fourth 
freedoms.” If this concept is 
acceptable, one wonders, with 
the millions of Americans tra- 
veling abroad, where does the 
smaller but equally efficient 
non-American carrier come off? 

‘Might Is Right’ 

Might is, by and large, right 
in the arena of international air 
agreements. Large countries 
like the U.S., for example, are 
able to get landing rights in al- 
most every major city (and traf- 
fic point) in small nations by 
giving the small nation’s carrier 
landing rights in an equal num- 
ber of American cities. 

In this manner it is possible 
for an American carrier to have 
complete opportunity and equal- 
ity with the smaller nation’s air- 
line while that airline receives, 
in return, only pickup and land- 
ing rights in a small part of the 
passenger-freight opportunity 
centers of the U.S. At the pres- 
ent time small nations with ade- 
quate and efficient airlines have 
the alternatives of suffering the 
obvious and unfair conse- 
quences of the system, changing 
it (which is next to impossible 
since these agreements are ne 
gotiated from a position of pow- 
er) or building cities for which 
return landing rights can be ne- 
gotiated 

As though the problems of 
internatinal air taraffic rights— 
outlined most sparsely and in 
almost . over-simplified form— 
were not enough, we now have 
the advent of the jet age in 
international air travel which, 
even in comparative infancy, 
has brought a spate of new 
problems. As usual they are 
between the “haves” and “have- 
nots.” The “haves,” with their 
jets, will offer a much faster 
service over any given route— 
which is a tremendous sales ad- 
vantage over those “have-nots” 
relying on piston engine air- 
craft for the same routa,, Since 
most of the jets are large the 
competition is intensified.

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Unrest in Indochina 
Reports from the Indochinese countries would seem to 
Suggest that a number of internal intrigues and outside 
interferences are at work to disrupt these countries’ peace- 


ful development. 


How far the Communists are responsible for the latest 
Symptoms of unrest it is difficult to say for there are other 
factors at work. Whatever happens, the Reds, of course, 
hope to “cash in” and any unrest is regarded by them as 
an opportunity for extending their influence, The proximity 
ee China is an important factor in this situa- 


The Peiping press this week has charged South Viet- 
nam with poisoning more than 1,000 political prisoners cde- 
tained in a concentration camp at a place called Phu Loi. 
The Peiping People’s Daily, the mouthpiece of the Red 


regime in the Chinese capital, 


claimed that the “massacre” 


was a grave violation of the Geneva agreements that 

brought the war in Indochina to an end, and added that 

it was one of the evil results of the “brutal interference 

by the United States in South Vietnam.” 

Such allegations coincide with a new attack on the 

' neighboring kingdom of Laos which is atcused of making 
“unfounded” border claims against Communist North Viet- 

nam. One North Vietnamese newspaper, too, has been carry- 

ing headlines that read “Down with the U.S. imperialism 

and its jackal Ngo Dinh Diem!” Mr. Ngo Dinh Diem is 


South Vietnam’s President. 


The situation is made all the more disturbing by the 


fact that before concluding his visit to North Vietnam, 
Premier Otto Grotewohl of the socalled German Demo- 
cratic Republic (East Germany) addressed a letter to North 
Vietnamese Premier Pham Van Dong strongly condemning 
the alleged “massacre” which he said was carried out by 
the Ngo Dinh Diem clique which had all along been work- 
ing to the order of the U.S. imperialists. 

It is natural to ask why at this juncture, the East 
German Red leader should take such an active interest in 
Indochinese affairs, and it seems pretty certain that it must 


be at the instance of international cx i 


per- 


haps of Moscow itself, if not of Peiping. The pointed re- 
ferences to the United States in connection with the alleged 
“massacre” strongly suggest that the Reds are conspiring 
together to engineer some sort of counterstroke in South- 
east Asia for the failure of Mr.-Mikoyan’s mission to the 
United States and the strong attitude of the Western powers 


on the subject of Berlin. 


A statement attributed to the King of Cambodia, a state 
divided from North Vietnam by Laos, but adjoining South 
Vietnam, that a “conspiracy against his country’s security 
by a handful of Cambodians under the instigation of a 
foreign bloc” had been unearthed but promptly suppressed, 
and reported by the New China News Agency, is appar- 


ently aimed against SEATO, 


and may even have some 


connection with the differences between Cambodia and 


Thailand. 


How much truth there is.in the various reports com- 
ing to hand is not yet clear but it seems that the situa- 
tion needs to be closely watched by all interested in the 
peaceful progress of Indochina. 


The Great Cold 


We are in the midst now of that most unwelcome sea-

The Policy of ‘Neutrality’ 


Socialists and Communists Drum Up Demand for U.S. Withdrawal 


The policy of “neutrality” is 
the word the leftists in this 
country use to commend their 
ideas in the field’ of foreign re- 
lations. The Socialists seem to 
prefer the word “independence” 
or “nonalignment” but the sub- 
tle difference does not carry 
much significance in reviewing 
their theoretical stand from a 
broad viewpoint. 


By far the more important 
question is whether that policy, 


whatever it may be called, is 


really feasible as a practical 
concept for foreign policy or it 
is merely propaganda mainly 
directed for domestic consump- 
tion, 


Let us start from the Social- 
ists, who studied their program 
at the enlarged meeting of the 
central executive committee in 
Tokyo Monday. 


With the appearance of ulti- 
mate weapons like the intercon- 
tinental ballistic missiles and 
hydrogen bombs, they noted, an 
all-out war has become impossi- 
ble. But the conflict between 
the two camps will intensify in 
social and economic spheres. 
They proceed to conclude that 
the situation is now favorable 
to’ the policy of nonalignment 
or independent diplomacy which 
they espouse. 

Socialist Proposals 

What they propose to do in 
the concrete is (1) abolition of 
U.S. military bases, (2) opposi- 
tion against revision of the Con- 
stitution, especially the revision 
of the no-war clause, .(3) en- 
deavors for restoration of Oki- 
nawa to Japan, (4) opening of 
regular diplomatic and trade re- 
lations with Communist China 
and (5) movement against nu- 
clear weapons, 

As for the question of securt- 
ty, they want to abrogate the 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty and 
invite the United States, the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China to form a_ collective 
security system, which Japan is 
also expected to join. 

The Communist Party of Ja- 
pan announced Sunday a policy 
of neutrality as embodied in the 
resolution of its central com- 
mittee. Through the abroga- 
tion of the Security Treaty and

abolition of the military bases, 
the Communists propose to put 
Japan on “honorable relations” 
with the United States and also 
on friendly relations with all 
nations of the world. Japan 
is supposed to join no military 
alliances whatsoever. — 

Basic Thinking Same 

Though the basic line of their 
thinking seems to be virtually 
identical with that of the Social- 
ists, the Communist position 
has the advantage in being free 
from the obscure idea of the 
JapancChina-U.S.-USSR collec- 
tive security system. 

The Communist concept be- 
comes even clearer, when they 
say the United Staves with its 
attempt to force “an aggressive 
military alliance” is trying to 
involve Japan deeper in the 
brink-of-war policy. As they 
say in short, the Soviet Union 
supports the policy of neutral- 
ization of Japan. 

The Soviet Union did not 
hesitate to use open threat to 
emphasize this latter point. An 
Izvestia article, as reported by 
The Japan Times via AP, said 
Japan’s continued participation 
in military blocs could subject 
the nation “to first retaliatory 
blows” in the event of war. It 
continued to say, “participation 
in military blocs, regardless of 
the sauce it is served with, not 
only fails to guarantee the 
security of Japan, on the con- 
trary, is a serious danger to it.” 

Soviet Advice 

The Soviet Union earlier gave 
similar “advice” through the 
regular diplomatic channel. - By 
handing a note to Japanese Am- 
bassador Suemitsu Kadowaki on 
Dec. 2 last year, Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko told him 
that Japan would best further 
the cause of peace and security 
“by following a policy of neu- 
trality,” and that “the Soviet 
Union is ready to undertake to 
respect Japan’s neutrality.” 

Still earlier on Nov. 19, Com- 
munist Chinese Foreign Minister 
Chen Yi also demanded “neu- 
trality” for Japan. 

Even without these repeated 
Communist statements, it should 
be clear that the policy of neu- 
trality means backing out of 
the United States from the Far

Konrad Adenauer of wanting 
to delay a German peace settle- 
ment as long as possible, “if 
not to avoid it altogether.” 

An article by “Observer” said 
that if nothing were done to

Therefore, it is not difficult 
to ~ee that the convinced Com. 
munists hope for elimination of 
U.S. influences whatever the 
consequences may be. But it 
is very hard to see that the So- 
cialists who profess to “draw a 
line” against the Communists 
espouse a foreign policy which 
is virtually identical with that 
of the Communists. 


Strangest Part 

A possible answer would be 
that some left-wing Socialists 
share indeed the same views 
with the Communists on most 
important issues. But the So- 
cialist policy program has 
been, as mentioned above, af- 
firmed by the enlarged central 
committee including the right- 
wingers. 

And the strangest part of the 
Socialist idea is the proposal for 
a Japan-China-U.S.-USSR securi- 
ty system. Perhaps, it is just 
a convenient device to cover up 
the weak spot in the Socialist 
argument. 

The so-called Rapacki plan, 
for instance, is a far more mod- 
est proposal than the Socialist 
plan of a quadruple collective 
security system. It only calls 
for an East-West agreement on 
the creation of a de-nuclearized 
zone which would embrace Po- 
land, Germany and Czechosio- 
vakia. Despite the wide re- 
percussions it caused, it has 
failed to materialize. How 
then do the Japanese Socialists 
estimate the practical feasibility 
of their grandiose plan for a 
quadruple collective scheme? 
The plan hardly seems to be 
practical. 


Unrealistic Plan 


The Indian policy of nonalign- 
ment is valued highly by the 
Japanese advocates of neutrali- 
ty. But India’s geographical 
conditions are more advanta- 
geous than Japan’s to a policy 
of nonalignment. And yet the 
prospects of success of her sec- 
ond five-year plan is regarded 
as having an important bearing 
upon the perpetuation of her 
foreign policy. In the case of 
Japan, not only economic pow- 
er but possession of some limit- 
ed military power seems to be 
a prerequisite of any practical 
policy of neutrality. 

The Socialist proposal for 
nonalignment, therefore, must 
be said to be based upon some 
unrealistic assumptions, which 
they dream about but fail to 
enunciate clearly. These as- 
sumptions may be, for instance, 
that influences of the Afro-Asian 
bloc grow really powerful or 
that the ascendancy of Commu- 
nist China effects gradual rap- 
prochement between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Under the prevailing circum- 
stances of international rela- 
tions, however, the Socialist pro- 
posal must be said to be based 
on quite an irresponsible man- 
ner of thinking. It is a good 
guess, therefore, that the argu- 
ment ‘is mainly directed for 
domestic consumption. The So- 
cialists have many young voters 
to please with theoretical nice- 
ties. 

Missing Chance 

As long as the Socialists in- 
dulge in exploration of remote 
theoretical possibilities, how- 
ever, they are missing the 
chance of making constructive 
criticism of official policies. 

Foreign policy is one field 
where the democracy of Japan 
is not functioning satisfactorily. 
And for this shortcoming, the 
ruling Liberal-Democrats must 
share the responsibility with the 
Socialists, for many of them 
have few scruples in regarding 
foreign policy as a tool of party 
politics or a means of vote get- 
ting. If, for instance, the So- 
viet Union should give Japan a 
generous salmon catch quota in 
the fishery negotiations, or if 
Japan should resume trade re- 
lations with Communist China, 
no single man or no single 
group of men must be allowed 
to take the credit. 

Establishment of a suprapar- 
tisan diplomacy may be too re- 
mote as a possibility. But it 
should not be unreasonable to 
expect that this nation will rec- 
ognize foreign affairs as an in- 
dependent field separate from 
domestic politics.

A Woman’s 
Viewpoint

Japan is notorious for fre- 
quent. fires which annually 
make thousands of people home- 
less. Fires can be avoided if 
the people are a little more 
careful. 

Causes of fires are numerous. 
Sometimes leakage of electricity 
is to be blamed. It is said that 
rats in the attic nibbling at elec- 
tric cords and water leaking 
through the roof causes a short 
circuit. This often happens in 
old buildings, so it is advisable 
to have the wiring examined 
once in a while. is easily 
done and does not cost a cent if 
one takes the trouble of calling 
a nearby electric company. 

Particularly during winter 
careless handling of oil burners 
and “kotatsu”, (foot Warmer 
covered with quilt) is the origin 
of a fire. Also the casual dis- 
posal of the embers often 
causes a fire. 

Once a fire breaks out it 
spreads in no time as the major- 
ity of Japanese houses are still 
built of wood. Furthermore, 
small houses lining both sides 
of narrow alleys in congested 
areas easily catch fire. 

Hardly a day has passed with- 
out a fire since the New Year. 
The first fire in Urawa City at 
midnight on New Year’s Day 
consumed 80 per cent of an 
elementary school. This was 
followed by two others, one in 
Yokohama in which 90 re- 
patriate families were made 
homeless and the other in Osaka 
which also burnt down a school 
building. This week in Shizu- 
oka City the fire which destroy- 
ed 22 buildings of the Sanyo 
Paper Co. made 17 families 
homeless and seven died includ- 
ing two children. 

Loss to individuals as well as 
the Government is big. Re- 
patriates, especially, who can 
barely make a living will euffer 


In many cases lack of proper 
fire preventive measures be- 
comes evident only after the 
fire. Periodical checkups of fire 
extinguishers in public build- 
ings and water facilities are im- 
portant. The unnecessary 
spread of fire is largely due to 
negligence of such precautions. 

Every year a fire prevention 
week is observed, but fires do 
not conveniently break out dur- 
ing the week when people are 
on the alert. 


It is customary to build small 
shacks close to each other in 
fire-devastated areas. They can 
be built in ho time to relieve 
the situation temporarily, but 
another fire will again wipe out 
such congested areas. 


A permanent policy to pre- 
vent fires is needed while at the 
same time individuals can do a 
great deal to avert the danger 
of fires ‘if they take a little more 
caution.

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Tito’s Tour of Asia 


Aimed to Counter Soviet Propaganda

BELGRADE (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—President Tito’s current trav- 
els round Asia are taking place 
at a time when Yugoslavia feels 
the need to win more friends 
and influence more people, a5 
well as to n existing 
friendships. 


Like his first-ever journey 
outside the Communist orbit to 
Britain in 1953, one of the main 
reasons for President Tito’s new 
trip is to raise prestige for Yugo- 
slavia and to keep this unique 
Communist regime in the lime 
light. 

It is no coincidence that the 
Yugoslav leader is busy on a 
goodwill tour at a time when 
Yugoslavia is being assailed by 
the full force of a Soviet bloc 
propaganda campaign. — 

The Presidential tour was ar- 


ranged in principle many 
months ago. But recently there 
seemed reasons why Mar- 


shal Tito should stay in Bel- 
grade, to keep control over 
Yugoslav strategy in meeting 
the new Soviet attacks. He de- 
cided finally that he could do 
this even more effectively by 
“showing the flag” in person 


outside Yugoslavia. 

The Yugoslav leader will be 
away from his country for about 
two-and-a-half months. By the 
time he returns, in February, 
he will have visited Indonesia, 


India, Burma, Ceylon, Ethiopia, 
the Sudan and the United Arab 
Republic of Egypt and Syria. It 
is possible that the program 
may be even further extended. 

The Yugoslavs are anxious 
that no one in Asia should mis- 
understand their quarrel with 
the Russians. They claim to 
have evidence that anti-Yugo- 
slay propaganda directed from 


-Peiping as well as Moscow is 


1. The Tito regime is guilty 
of trying to break up Commu- 
nist unity: and 

2. President Tito is. “soft” 
toward Western “imperialism. 

Officials in Belgrade are con- 
fident that this propaganda has 
so far had little effect. But 
are determined, while denying 
both allegations, to prevent the 
charges from taking. root. 

What is much more serious 
for the Yugoslavs is a reported 
Soviet bloc drive to push them 
out of valuable Asian and Mid- 
dle East markets. 

Yugoslavia, with a  fast- 
growing industry, relies heavi- 
ly on customers in the under- 
developed countries. Many of 
the machines now being made 
in Yugoslavia, though solid and 
reliable, cannot compete for 
price or reputation with rivals 
in Western Europe. The only 
area where they have a good 
chance of selling is in Asia and 
the Middle East. These mar- 
kets have been painstakingly 
built up by the Yugoslavs, and 
they are determined to keep 
them, and even to extend them. 

Since mid-1958, according to 
Yugoslav officials, the Soviet 
bloc countries, chiefly the So- 
viet Union and Czechoslovakia, 
have adopted on what seems 
to be a concerted ‘policy to 
undercut Yugoslav business and 
gradually to price it out of the 
Asian markets. 

If this succeeded, it would be 
a severe blow to Yugoslavia, 


faced as she is with a threat 
that Moscow and other East bloc 
capitals may simultaneously cut 
their own industrial and con- 
sumer purchases in Yugoslavia. 

Yugoslav trade envoys have 
reported gloomily to Belgrade 
recently that almost every bid 
which they have made for sales 
in certain Asian countries has 
been promptly matched by a 
lower bid from one of the Soviet 
bloc countries. 

They claim that many of 
these Soviet bloc bids are in 
fact so low that they do not 
make economic sense. . Yugo- 
slavs say that often the prices 
quoted by Soviet bloc competi- 
tors can make sense only if they 
are regarded as an instrument 
of political policy. There is lit- 
tle doubt here that the chief 
aim of this licy is to make 
trouble for Yugoslavia. 


The Soviet quarrel with the 
Tito regime is that the Yugo- 
slavs are “revisionists.” In Com- 
munist parlance, this means
